IDC's February 2005 Worldwide Quarter 
Server Tracker reveals blade servers led the 
way for a server marketplace that grew 



worldwide revenues by 6.2% during 2004. 

Worldwide blade revenues doubled to more 

than $1.1 billion during 2004, marking a 

year of spectacular growth 

for the technology. 

IDC modular server solu- 
tions analyst Jessica Yang 
says the statistics indicate a 
market that "is building 
momentum with both early 
adopters and the main- 
stream customer base." 

These statistics are music 
to the ears of industry titans 
such as Dell, HP, and IBM, 
which are all battling for 
market share in the 
blade server space. 
Smaller players that 
once had first-mover 
advantages are either 
losing market share or 
exiting the hardware 
business altogether. 
For example, RLX Technologies, wide- 
ly credited with inventing blade server 
technology, announced its exit from hard- 
ware in December 2004 and is now focus- 
ing on blade management software.

The Importance Of 
& Keeping Reliable

Like proper environmental 

controls and an adequate power 
supply, reliable connectivity is 
vital for a data center to maintain 
always-on availability. Unlike 
the other essentials, though, 
which you can acquire by buy- 
ing more equipment, connectivi- 
ty is more complex, encompass- 
ing issues such as redundancy 
and telco relationships. For 
small to medium-sized enterpris- 
es, getting reliable connectivity 
requires looking at several main 
areas to make sure that the data 
center will stay plugged in, no 
matter what.

For those willing to spend a 
formidable chunk of change, 
it's possible to have absolutely 
bulletproof connectivity. But 
many SMEs will have to take a 
more economical approach, 
says CDW spokesman Rich 
Korn. 



"One of the first factors in 
looking at connectivity is what 
kind of applications you're 
using, and what the conse- 
quences of those going down 
are," he notes. Some applica- 
tions require a great deal of 
bandwidth and would go down 
if there were numerous hops in 
the system. 

Korn suggests taking a realis- 
tic approach to looking at con- 
nectivity and determining how 
long applications can be down

without hurting the business. If 
a large sales database can't be 
down for even a second, more 
investment in connectivity is 
important. But if it could be 
down for a few days, an SME 
may be able to get by with less. 

Redundancy 

One of the top ways to have 
continuous connectivity is 
through redundancy, which 
can mean working with the 
company's telecommunications 
provider and implementing 
extra technology. 

Craig Brenner, CEO of man- 
aged service provider New 
England Data Services, notes 
that to have proper failover 
controls, a company should use 
Cisco or Juniper routers that 
run TCP. In general, SMEs 
should look at how their infor- 
mation is getting from place to 
place to see whether the system 
is as efficient as it could be. 
"Routing strategies should be

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I Otellini Takes Over At Intel, 
Waitt Retires From Gateway Board 

Paul Otellini took the reins as the fifth 
CEO of Intel, succeeding Craig Barrett, who 
will become chairman of the board. Barrett 
is expected to remain involved at Intel, push- 
ing for an improved education system in the 
United States and visiting other countries, 
talking about Intel's vision. In other leader- 
ship news, Ted Waitt will retire from Gate- 
way's board of directors to focus on other 
business and philanthropic interests. 

I HP Surpasses Earnings Expectations 

HP reported that its revenue, at $21.57 
billion, is 7% higher than its revenue for 
this period a year ago and higher than what 
industry analysts estimated. The company's 
net income for the first quarter also grew to 
$966 million, a 9% increase, under new 
CEO Mark Hurd. Rather than implement- 
ing broad, sweeping changes, Hurd's plans 
for HP focus on operational refinements. 

I 911 Service For Internet Phones Soon 
A Requirement 

The FCC, following pressure from Congress 
and state law enforcement agencies, 
announced it will soon require VoIP compa- 
nies to provide 911 service for their phones. 
The calls on VoIP services, which transfer 
over a high-speed Internet connection, are 
often routed to administrative lines rather 
than 911 crisis lines. Even if they are routed 
correctly, they do not always provide the 
caller's address. Companies will be required 
to provide the service within 120 days of the 
order being approved and published. 

I Midsized Companies Expect IT Growth 

IT expenditures at companies with 
between 100 and 1,000 employees are 
expected to increase 15% over last year, 
according to a report by the NPD Group. 
While that's good news, IT expenditures 



grew 25% in 2004. Most of the growth will 
come in the services sector, with expendi- 
tures growing from 20% of total IT spend- 
ing to 25%. 

I Sun & Microsoft Agree On Sign-On Specs 

Sun Microsystems and Microsoft have 
agreed on a single sign-on specification for 
their systems in an attempt to make cross- 
platform identity management easier. The 
single sign-on specs, which the companies 
developed together, are for Microsoft's 
.NET and Sun's Java Enterprise System 
and work within a firm's firewalls. Sun and 
Microsoft also say they will improve inter- 
operability between their competing Java 
Web and .NET platforms. The companies 
will submit the single sign-on draft specs to 
a standards body; the specs will most likely 
be released next year. 

I Congress Proposes New Cybersecurity 
Position 

The federal government is creating a 
new position within the Homeland Security 
sector: an assistant secretary for cybersecuri- 
ty. The individual filling this position would 
be responsible for creating a "national cyber- 
security response team" to monitor and eval- 
uate critical infrastructure in the United 
States and "aid in the detection and warning 
of attacks." The homeland security bill for 
fiscal year 2006, which the cybersecurity 
position is a part of, also includes the estab- 
lishment of a National Terrorism Exercise 
Program that will try to avert terrorism, in- 
cluding cybersecurity attacks. 

I Strong International Sales Boost Dell 

Dell reported significant growth and 
earnings in Ql of fiscal 2006, due in part to 
strong international sales. The company 
saw a 21% increase in sales to businesses 
and consumers outside of the United States. 
Net income was $934 billion (37 cents per 
share), up from $731 billion (28 cents per 



share) in Ql of fiscal 2005, and quarterly 
revenue was up 16% to $13.4 billion. Dell 
also expects a strong Q2, predicting rev- 
enue to increase by 16% to 18%. 

I RIM To Offer Service In China 

Research In Motion, maker of the popu- 
lar BlackBerry email device, plans to 
launch its wireless service in China by the 
end of the year. The company says that it' s 
also close to launching service in South 
Korea. RIM has had success in the Asian 
market, launching service with 14 carriers 
in eight Asian countries, and hopes to dou- 
ble that number by the end of the year. 

I IBM Lets Employees Use Firefox 

Citing a long-held strategy of backing 
open-source products, IBM has begun 
encouraging its employees to use the Firefox 
Web browser. IBM says about 10% of its 
staff already uses the open- source browser. 
Now employees are able to download the 
browser, and IBM's help desk staff is 
trained to provide support. IBM CIO Brian 
Truskowski says long-term, Firefox should 
cost the company less than IE because of the 
availability of open-source additions to 
Firefox. More than 50 million people have 
downloaded Firefox, but Microsoft's 
Internet Explorer still dominates the market. 



I Microsoft To Offer Enterprise Antivirus 

Microsoft will offer an antivirus service 
for its enterprise customers. The service will 
be similar to the one included in the Win- 
dows OneCare service targeted at small busi- 
ness and home users. Windows OneCare, 
which was unveiled earlier this month, will 
include antivirus, firewall, PC maintenance, 
and data backup and restore functionality. 
Although a release date for the enterprise 
version has not been set, sources say it will 
not be ready in time for the Longhorn release 
in 2006. Sources also say that Microsoft 
plans to offer two different versions for cor- 
porate customers: one for Microsoft Business 
Solutions and another that will work into the 
licensing schemes of enterprise customers. 

I Pirated Software: Good News, Bad News 

More than 33% of software installed on 
PCs is pirated, according to a survey by the 
Business Software Alliance. That's down 
from 36% in 2003. However, losses from 
pirated software increased from $29 billion 
in 2003 to $33 billion in 2004. Vietnam, 
Ukraine, China, and Zimbabwe are the 
biggest offenders, with pirated software 
accounting for more than 90% of all software 
used in those countries. IDC estimates 21% 
of software in the United States is pirated.

HP Fights IBM For Blade Supremacy, 
Especially Among SMBs

IBM may be the market leader in blade 
servers, but it can't expect to keep this title 
without a fight. HP is nipping at Big Blue's 
heels in this emerging niche, taking its cues 
from IBM on market strategy while trying to 
develop better technology to differentiate 
itself from the competition. 

"In terms of focus on the blade market, HP 
is a solid No. 2," says Janet White of Info- 
Tech Research. "Even though they are in a 
flux state as a whole after the CEO up- 
heaval, they do have a good blade strat- 
egy, which is to follow IBM's strategy. 
Right now blades make up 8% of HP server 
sales, and they have pretty aggressive plans to 
grow that up to 50% in the coming years." 

Striving For Technical Differentiation 

While blade servers may not be as hum- 
drum as your run-of-the-mill white box, they 
certainly are no longer a fringe technology 
on the bleeding edge. "The technology is 
becoming commoditized," White says. 
"Really, a blade is a blade is a blade." 

While this may be partially the case for 
the servers themselves, HP executives 
believe that there is still plenty of opportu- 
nity to differentiate its hardware from the 
competition. 

"The innovation will continue to be high in 
this rapidly growing category," says Mark 
Potter, director of HP BladeSystems. "Blade- 
System value goes well beyond just the com- 
pute blades themselves. It is about simplifi- 
cation — through consolidation, integration, 
and superior management across the com- 
plete infrastructure. We see it as an evolution 
of the entire rack-mounted infrastructure that 
includes not only compute but storage, net- 
working, and power." 




HP has led the way with a number of blade 
technology advancements. For example, HP 
barely edged out IBM to be the first to deliv- 
er a dual-core processor blade solution based 
on the newly released Opteron dual-core 
chips. Currently, HP p-Class ProLiant Blades 
come in form factors that allow for 16 Xeon 
or Opteron servers in one enclosure, and they 
come in both 2- and 4-socket design points to 
allow different workloads to all be run in 
common infrastructure. 

But where Potter and his team have been 
focusing on most has been with the develop- 
ment of integrated hardware and software to 
emphasize blade servers' main selling point: 
the simplification of management. 

Some HP breakthroughs in this area 
include a 4Gbps SAN switch solution inte- 
grated into the infrastructure. "As you aggre- 
gate more servers in a common infrastructure, 



the I/O has to scale appropriately with the 
compute blades. HP BladeSystem delivers 
this 4G SAN capability first," Potter says. 

HP also offers a broad choice of power 
deployments, including 3-phase, single- 
phase, and direct 48VDC, and has designed 
its power infrastructure to allow different 
generations of ProLiant p-Class blades in the 
same enclosure without worrying about 
power incapatabilities. 

"I want to contrast this with IBM, who has 
had to upgrade power supplies multiple times 
on BladeCenter. This potentially includes 
customers having to upgrade other costly 
infrastructure like PDUs," he says. "And 
even today after forcing customers to con- 
tinually upgrade power, the latest IBM full 
performance Xeon blades cannot operate in a 
fully loaded enclosure. IBM customers must 
choose to run the blades slower or run them 
in risky nonredundant power modes." 

HP also has the advantage in the case of 
remote access, Potter says. "In many data- 
centers, with 14 to 16 servers in a common 
enclosure, different administrators would 
need to remotely access the physical console, 
keyboard, mouse, and media of more than 
one server at the same time," he says. "HP 
BladeSystem is optimized for this and allows 
multiple administrators to manage via secure 
remote physical console (KVM over IP) with 
media support simultaneously. The IBM 
BladeCenter solution only allows one admin- 
istrator to manage one blade at a time." 

Beyond the hardware, HP is also gaining 
on the competition in terms of the integrated 
management software for its blade systems, 
something analysts say could be the biggest 
key in the fight for blade superiority. 

"Physical form factor is only part of the 
story when it comes to blades," says Gordon 
Haff, senior analyst at Illuminata. "If I had to 
pick one product area where HP has the best 
blade offering, it is HP Systems Insight Man- 
ager. Not that IBM Director is bad, it is just 
that HP Sym is better integrated these days." 

Blades For (Small) Businesses 

As for future plans about where the tech- 
nology will go next, HP was characteristically 
tight-lipped. "All I can say here is stay tuned 
for more announcements," Potter says.

It is clear where the company most wants 
to grow market share: among SMBs.

"Both HP and IBM have 
found that the level of integration blades pro- 
vide is rather attractive to smaller businesses 
that like the idea of the data center in a box."

As the giants take over and hardware 
becomes commoditized — and eventually 
standardized — the focus will shift from 
hardware to the unique management soft- 
ware data center administrators will use to 
monitor, diagnose, configure, and provision 
their growing infrastructures. Market players 
who want to win will focus on developing 
software that is vendor and platform neutral. 

Dual Core, Double Power 

In recent weeks both Intel and AMD 
announced the arrival of dual-core proces- 
sors. The concept is simple: Think of two 
processors in one, both able to handle mul- 
tiple processing threads simultaneously. 
The advantage of the dual-core concept is 
simplicity. Manufacturers can continue to 
rely on motherboard architectures designed 
for single CPU systems while enjoying the 
advantages that dual-CPU systems provide. 

AMD is the first of the perennial rivals to 
draw first blood in the server marketplace. 
Intel chose instead to launch its initial dual- 
core CPUs for the desktop and workstation 
marketplaces. AMD's recently announced 
dual-core version of its Opteron 64-bit 
processor is already finding a home in serv- 
er systems (both blade and traditional) from 
most major server vendors, including HP, 
IBM, and Sun. 

For example, in April 2005 HP an- 
nounced the launch of a dual-core Opteron- 
based blade, the ProLiant BL45p, for the 
HP BladeSystem. IBM's LS20 blade server 
and Sun's Sun Fire V40z are two other 
examples of blade server systems that will 
use AMD's dual-core Opterons. 

Notably absent from the flurry of recent 
announcements was Dell; many industry 
watchers expect Dell to eventually use 
dual-core CPUs in its server offerings. But 
those dual-core CPUs will most likely bear 
the "Intel inside" moniker. 

In company press releases, AMD officials 
sound very positive about the effects that 
dual-core CPUs will have on the prospects 
for the blade server marketplace. And why 
not? Chips that combine two cores in a sin- 
gle die represent tremendous power and 
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space savings for blade server OEMs deal- 
ing with small form factors. When Intel's 
dual-core Xeons emerge, you can expect the 
blade and overall server marketplace to get 
yet another shot in the arm, as the entire 
industry moves away from single-core 
CPUs. Stay tuned. 

Blade Server Standardization 
Moves Forward ... Or Does It? 

In September 2004 IBM and Intel opened 
up their joint eServer BladeCenter blade 
server specifications; by December 2004 
over 100 companies had signed up to 
obtain access to IBM's Open Specification. 
Examples of companies already committed 
to developing products compliant with 
BladeCenter include Emulex, Ranch Net- 
works, McDATA, and VMWare. 

By marketing McDATA' s SAN switch 
module, writes ButlerGroup analyst Mark 
Blowers, IBM is fulfilling its strategy to 
provide SAN support within its Open 
Specification group of products. 

As of March 2005, 215 companies were 
committed to developing products compli- 
ant with the IBM/Intel Open Specification. 
So it appears IBM and Intel are well on 
their way to creating a de facto standard in 
the blade server marketplace, although you 
can be sure that HP, Sun, and Dell are not 
going to stand idly by and watch the mar- 
ketplace flock to the Open Specification. 

In spite of private efforts to move toward 
blade server standards, the industry is not 
quite there yet. After all, standardization 
means everyone, from the smallest player to

the market leaders, will eventually be using 
the same playbook. Do current market lead- 
ers that now enjoy differentiation along pro- 
prietary designs want to cede that advantage 
and go toe to toe against Dell, purely on 
ability to execute in the marketplace? 

Blade Servers: The Real Deal 

There is no doubt that blade server tech- 
nology is here to stay. As a necessary 
element of the ultimate vision of utility, on- 
demand computing, you can be sure that 
vendors such as IBM and HP, which are 
committed to that vision, will continue to 
move the technology forward. These compa- 
nies are committing a tremendous amount of

resources behind their blade server offerings, 
and this trend will continue as blades contin- 
ue to gain traction in the data center. 

The advent of multiple-core processors 
will have a tremendous influence on this 
technology, as well. The advantages of hav- 
ing two or more processing cores within a 
single chip are very compelling for blade 
server technology. A factor that will influ- 
ence how multiple-core CPUs will fare in the 
blade server space is the ability of AMD and 
Intel to produce multiple-core chips that 
don't turn into power-hungry, heat producing 
monsters. It stands to reason that as "core 
density" increases, power demands and heat 
dissipation will become a challenge.

crafted to meet the application's 
needs," says Brenner. "The redun- 
dancy plan shouldn't just be, 
'Let's stay available all the time,' 
but instead should be more tai- 
lored toward the company and 
what it has running." 

Another way to ensure connec- 
tivity is by having multiple path- 
ways for bandwidth, such as 
putting in a second Tl line. But 
John Baschab, co-author of "The 
Executive's Guide to Information 
Technology," warns that such a 
strategy can get very spendy. 

"If you want to spend a million 
dollars, you're going to have great 
redundancy, because you can 
have multiple Tl lines," he says, 
adding that having several lines 
often involves digging under a 
building or other construction- 
related activity. "For everyone 
else, they have to have some faith 
in their connections, which are 
usually pretty reliable." 

An SME that' s in a larger office 
building with other companies 
could explore a co-op agreement, 



Baschab says. He's seen the 
arrangement work well in some 
buildings, where tenants get 
together to share costs for better 
bandwidth and more reliable con- 
nectivity. Such a tactic takes 
negotiation and numerous discus- 
sions, but if it nets a company bet- 
ter connectivity at a lower price, it 
could be worth the time and talk. 

Telco Providers 

Communicating with a compa- 
ny's telco provider will be a major 
part of getting connectivity reli- 
ability. If a company is shopping 
around for a provider, Brenner sug- 
gests choosing one with as many 
access points as possible and get- 
ting information about how quickly 
they fix circuits that go down. 

Some companies that need con- 
tinuous connectivity opt for using 
two telco providers. Although this 
offers stunning redundancy, it can 
also be pricey. An alternative is to 
find out if a current provider has 
redundant lines available. 

"Most carriers have redundant 
lines within their own network," 



says Korn. "The advantage is 
there's less management, but a 
disadvantage might be if that car- 
rier goes down, so do you." 

But with the importance of 
data centers, many carriers have 
become savvy about providing 
redundancy to SMEs and other 
companies. "The bottom line is to 
do your research and make sure a 
carrier has multiple options," Korn 
notes. "This is your infrastructure 
we're talking about. Take the time 
to make sure it'll stay connected." 

Outsourcing 

For some SMEs, the issues 
involved with connectivity might 
be too much, says Baschab. "Many 
small companies just think it's too 
complicated for them to set up 
their own data center," he notes. 
"Sometimes it's easier just to out- 
source it to a hosting center." 

For hosting, Baschab suggests 
SMEs choose a company that 
doesn't try to dazzle them with 
talk about redundancy. "When 
you're at the facility, they might 
talk about multiple pathways, but 
keep in mind that doesn't set them 
apart," he notes. "Anyone worth 
their salt will have that."

What Is Pioneer & Market-Leader IBM 
Doing Right In This Growth Market?

Blade servers represent a hot 

market in the IT sector, while 
IBM commands a leading share 
for small to medium- sized enter- 
prises. What is IBM doing to 
maintain its lead? 

Blade servers are becoming a 
mainstay in the infrastructure of 
many SME data centers, which 
IDC says accounted for nearly 7% 
of all x86 server shipments in the 
United States last year. However, 
the sector is not really that old. It 
was not more than five years ago 
that a handful of players developed 
blade server products that loosely 
fit the blade server definition. 

Vendors that pioneered the sec- 
tor include HP, what was then 
Compaq, and RLX Technologies 
(which has since stopped making 
hardware and designs blade server 
software), as well as IBM. These 
vendors also took different attacks. 
RLX, for example, focused on the 
power-consumption factor by 
offering blades with power-saving 
processor technologies from 
Transmeta and Intel. On the other 
hand, IBM says it has approached 
the market in an original way 
that has enabled it to maintain its

leading share while growing along 
with the sector, which IDC said 
almost doubled in size to over $1.1 
billion worldwide last year. 

"We started in blades for one 
particular reason: to provide value 
through integration," says Rob 
Sauerwalt, IBM global brand man- 
ager for software and services. 



"We didn't approach it as a new 
form factor, and we certainly didn't 
approach it as a better way to build 
servers . . . but went after things 
that were going to run data center 
applications, the workloads that run 
on them, and designed chassis for 
the environments they go in to." 

Blade Building Blocks 

IBM continues to emphasize 
developing its blade servers to 
offer a fit that, when imple- 
mented, can serve as a base 
on which standard data cen- 
ter applications are built 
"Whether it is large, small, 
or medium- size enterpris- 
es, it has to be a build- 
ing block approach, 
and you have to think 
about it holistically," 
Sauerwalt says. "Servers 
are but one component." 

In addition to servers, the 
integration of networking, 
storage, and other compo- 
nents must thus be taken into 
account, Sauerwalt says. 
"The question is: How can you 
make [the different components] 
work better together? [This 
offers] cost savings because the 
more you integrate, the more sav- 
ings in operations [you achieve], 
whether it is through power and 
cooling checks that you run every 
month or the system management 
aspects involving how much time 
you have to spend to keep those 
components up and running." 

Indeed, Redmonk analyst James 
Governor says IBM's approach 
involves an "open sourcing" net- 
work architecture that allows 
IBM's BladeCenter servers to 
"plug into" data center infrastruc- 
tures. For the SME IT admin, this 
means IBM's blade servers can be 
built to order with fans, power 
supplies, a backplane, and other 
components that a new or existing 
data center might require. 

"IBM's BladeCenter has all of 
the components for cooling, power, 
and ports for blades in a single 
box, so there is no need to piece it 
all together as you go along," 
Governor says. "You don't buy 
blades and have to worry about 



power supplies, fans, and so on. 
You can just plug storage, network, 
SSL, and XML acceleration blades 
into a backplane and get going." 

SMEs Get A Taste Of The Blade 

For the SME, IBM says its blade 
servers thus appeal to a demand to 
integrate data servers into a single 




chassis. "Small to medium-sized 
businesses often look for a single 
chassis that can serve as their com- 
plete data center," Sauerwalt says. 

Midtier clients often combine a 
single BladeCenter with a storage 



device attached to it in the rack, 
which is only 22U high, Sauerwalt 
says. "Their entire data center and 
IT infrastructure then becomes 
that one device. This makes it a lot 
easier for them to get the 'physi- 
calness' of the hardware under 
control," Sauerwalt says. "[This 
approach works] because Ethernet 
switches, the connectivity to those 
switches, the creation and man- 
agement of the storage infrastruc- 
ture, and then the management 
of the individual devices [are 
combined]." 

With the chassis, IT ad- 
mins thus choose the server 
components to add, such as 
the fans, power supplies, or 
storage components, which are 
then assembled. "A lot of our 
clients buy the blades and 
have us do the assembly of the 
blades, meaning the number 
of processors, how many 
DIMMS, etc.," Sauerwalt says. 
"And then they will order the 
chassis and say 'I want these 
switches and the second man- 
agement module.' They then 
plug the blades in themselves, 
install the chassis in their racks, 
plug the blades in, and go." 

A Dual-Core Future 

IBM fundamental blade server 
model emphasizing integration and 
blade building blocks on which 
SME database infrastructures are 



built will likely not change in the 
near to long term. The need for 
SMEs to have a densely built blade 
server that, in addition to its com- 
pact size, integrates most of the 
required components onto a single 
chassis will continue to drive 
demand. 

But after the company first 
launched its blade server with a 
Pentium 4 processor in 2001, IBM 
quietly introduced its AMD 
Opteron LS20 eServer BladeCenter 
product in May. This product 
launch put IBM into the dual 
processor core arena along with its 
existing class of blade server 
processor architectures, including 
IBM's PowerPC and Intel's Xeon. 
Although IBM has not yet dis- 
closed its Intel dual-core plans, 
Intel plans to introduce its first 
dual-core Xeon processor MP, 
code-named Paxville, in the first 
quarter of 2006. 

For Governor the shift to a dual- 
core architecture will present a new 
range of pricing dynamics in the 
blade server market. "As much as 
anything else, there comes a point 
when all processors will become 
dual core. But what happens with 
your software pricing?" Governor 
says. "There are a lot of questions 
to shake out whether or not soft- 
ware vendors make you pay per 
core or per processor. That can be 
an impediment, depending on what 
the software makers decide."

Dell Gives Its Competition 
A Run For Its Money

Dell's back in the blade server race with 
some new spins on some old ideas. It's put 
together a blade server with a top-notch 
management application that's equal to its 
competitors. Add the new Infiniband switch- 
es to the mix, and Dell has a hot product 
with a low price. IBM and HP, look out! 

New vs. Old 

Dell's first round of blade servers 
(the 1655MC), according to Forrester 
analysts Richard Fichera, were 
matched with market requirements." 

Criticized by analysts and users alike, the 
old blades lacked engineering expertise: 
They used full-fledged processors and 
chipsets. (Dell refused to invest in the more 
robust chipset that's required for eight- way 
enterprise servers.) The 1655MC was noth- 
ing more than a Pentium Ill-powered blade 
with SCSI storage and Ethernet connectivity, 
an archaic configuration in today's market. 
In addition, the first blades were not as cost- 
effective as claimed, and they had some 
compatibility issues.

The industry criticized Dell's "lack of 
engineering expertise" on the old blades and 
claimed that the company used independent 
contractors to acquire its blade technology. 
Dell admitted this; however, the rumor that 
Dell's new blades are an OEM from Fujitsu 
is untrue, or so Dell claims. Jeff Clarke, the 
senior vice president of Dell's product 
group, has said in several interviews and 



press releases that he designed the product 
himself based on Dell's eighth-generation 
servers and Intel's Nocona-Xeon processor. 
Some Dell competitors challenge this asser- 
tion, however, and claim that Dell's system 
is very similar to one of Fujitsu's blade 
servers, while others give Dell the benefit of 
the doubt, believing that both companies 
may have used a common designer. 

Regardless of where the design comes 
from, Dell's newest edition to the blade fam- 
ily, the PowerEdge 1855, is a solid competi- 
tor in the blade race. It can support 10 
servers in a seven-unit chassis, slides direct- 
ly into a standard rack, and is equipped with 
dual 64-bit Intel Xeon processors, an 
800MHz FSB, DDR-2, two Gigabit Ethernet 
ports, and PCI Express. CPU speeds range 
from 2.8GHz to 3.6GHz. Local storage 
includes two hot-pluggable SCSI blades 
(with optional RAID-1 capability); users can 
order daughter cards per blade with dual 
Fibre Channel interfaces on each blade. 

Additional features and options include a 
hot-pluggable 2,100W power supply, re- 
dundant hot-pluggable cooling fans, a 
PowerConnect 5316M Ethernet switch mod- 
ule with six 10/100/1000BaseT Ethernet 
uplinks, a pass-through Ethernet module for 
maximum network bandwidth, a Brocade 
Silkworm 3014 Fibre Channel switch 



module, a pass-through Fibre Channel mod- 
ule for maximum Fibre Channel bandwidth, 
and a Topspin InfiniBand pass-through mod- 
ule, plus compatible ports for all of these. 

Dell's excited about its new partnership 
with Topspin Communications, the compa- 
ny providing the Infiniband connections to 
Dell's high-performance cluster configura- 
tions. This means low-latency and high- 
bandwidth networking with throughput 
speeds up from 2.5Gbps to 30Gbps, which 
means faster connections, lower costs, bet- 
ter scalability, and the flexibility Dell needs 
to provide industry- standard servers. 

A Blade Is A Blade 

The competition in the blade server mar- 
ket is fierce, with Dell going up against 
IBM, HP, Sun Microsystems, and Fujitsu. 
Dell's greatest advantage over its competi- 
tors is a much lower cost than the other 
manufacturers; however, Dell does have a 
very competitive platform and strong man- 
agement tools that make its products more 
attractive, especially for the smaller to mid- 
sized companies where cost and user friend- 
ly interfaces are major considerations. 

The basic blade technology is very similar 
from manufacturer to manufacturer with few 
significant differences. Rob Kidd, an analyst 
at The Sageza Group, says, "The only real 
differences are management applications, 
availability, and cost. Basically, a blade is a 
blade. It's not about being the best blade on 
the rack — it has to meet tolerances and fit 
within industry standards. I want to see a 
total solution; that is, overall cost competitive 
and overall management competitive." 

Steve Duplessie, senior analyst at The 
Enterprise Strategy Group, agrees. He says, 
"All blades are pretty much the same — Intel 
in a small box. The real issues around blades 
are the packaging around them — the power, 
density, and cooling — and the management. 
Far more interesting than the blades them- 
selves will be the ability to virtualize across 
blades, so an application or operating system 
can execute truly on demand." 

The Differences (For Better Or Worse) 

One notch on the plus side for Dell is its 
partnership with Microsoft on a plug-in for 
Systems Management Server. This plug-in 
provides management capabilities (through 
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SMS) for applications, OSes, and BIOS 
patches on Dell blades and servers. Dell is 
the first and only vendor to offer this fea- 
ture, which will eventually give Dell a 
monopoly on the companies using and sup- 
porting only Microsoft products. 

William P. Hurley, senior analyst of appli- 
cation infrastructure at The Enterprise 
Strategy Group, says, "The Dell Blade sys- 
tem is a lower cost option for customers, but 
the quote seems to imply that the distinction 
in reliability and management are negligible, 
which is not exactly true. Blade servers must 
be significantly more easily managed than 
rackable alternatives and, certainly, competi- 
tive blade system offerings from other ven- 
dors. The Dell system is straightforward but 
is not significantly easier (or harder, for that 
matter) to manage than say an IBM Blade 
Center, HP Blade Server, or even a system 
from Egenera." 

He continues, "In addition, broad applica- 
tion support is a major consideration for the 
adoption of blade systems since these plat- 
forms are natural for consolidation of work- 
loads onto a platform that provides much 
higher levels of utilization of the CPUs and 
other resources, such as shared memory and 
bus bandwidth. The Dell system is well 
received because it is inexpensive and fits a 
standard 19-inch rack better than the compe- 
tition, but on the other points, it is not the 
standout in its class." 

As for the marriage of blades and dual 
core, IBM and HP are running neck and 
neck, with Sun Microsystems right on their 
heels. Dell isn't even in the race yet. The 
only dual-core systems available from Dell 
are the Dell Precision 380 and the Dimension 
XPS, neither of which are blade servers. This 
combination of these technologies will 
undoubtedly place IBM and HP in the blade 
winner's circle for some time, once again 
leaving Dell out of the game.

Although the big boys on the 

block, such as Dell, IBM, and HP, 
have a good percentage of the 
blade server business based on 
sheer volume, there are also small- 
er blade companies with innovative 
and cost-effective blade solutions 
that are worth investigating, as 
well. Four of these smaller blade 
companies are NextCom, Cubix, 
Tatung, and Verari. 

NextCom's NextServer 

"There is a high degree of aware- 
ness of how blade server technolo- 
gy can be applied to the traditional 
data center as replacements for 
pizza-box- style rackmount servers 
and legacy or proprietary server 
installations," says Bob Labadini, 
president and CTO of NextCom, a 
manufacturer of high-end mobile 
and small footprint servers and 
workstations.

Our goal 
was to make a serviceable, highly 
managed platform to act as hosts 
(servers) for applications that 
needed I/O. Connection to Fibre 
Channel SAN devices, telephony 
adapters, fax cards, Tl, T3 are all 
possible because Cubix put in a 
standard interface for the integra- 
tors and administrators to use. We 
can support as many as four PCI 
adapters in one blade." 

Tatung trumpets its PCI card 
support, as well. Tatung blade 
server solutions support PCI-X, as 
well as PCI-E for I/O options.

Early Detection To Prevent 
Water Leak Damage 



Liebert Liqui-tect Monitoring System 
Detects Leaks In Critical Spaces

Equipment-damaging water might get 
into your computer room, wiring closet, or 
other IT equipment areas many different 
ways. The condensation tubes in the air 
conditioners may get plugged, the roof or 
fire-prevention system may leak, building 
plumbing that runs through nearby walls or 
areas may burst, etc. But if you have a 
raised floor or the area is unattended, you 
might not know until it's too late. 

Water plays a significant role in busi- 
ness outages. According to a study by 
Contingency Planning Research, water 
damage causes 27% of the outages and 
ranks as the second leading cause of fail- 
ures. Liebert' s new two-channel version of 
its Liqui-tect Monitoring System gives 



companies a way to detect leaks and trans- 
mit their approximate location to a new 
LCD wall display or remote monitoring. 

To detect water, the Liqui-tect LT500Y 
leak cable has four wires: two exposed and 
two insulated returns. Typically, says Tom 
McNamara, product manager of monitoring 
at Liebert, "The cable is run along a room 
or area's perimeter, as well as inside along 
critical areas, e.g., in a serpentine-like fash- 
ion. As part of installation, IT staff create a 
'map' roughly correlating distance from the 
control panel to area locations and the 
equipment located at them, e.g. '225 feet, 
Server Rack 1.' " 

When water shorts the cable, the control 
panel reports the rough cable distance to 
the leak (based on the amount of current 
returned) in either feet or meters. A second

leak farther out on the cable can also be 
detected, although the location of the leak 
will be less accurate. 

The previous version of the Liqui-tect 
supported only a single cable (called a run 
or zone) and a maximum cable length of 
2,000 feet. This new version can support 
two zones — two cables — each up to 5,000 
feet in length. 

IT staff can monitor at the control unit or 
remotely using either Liebert's SiteScan 
Web enterprise monitoring system or a 
building management system that can 
translate the output readings into distances. 

Other new features include alarm log- 
ging/history, an LCD interface for configu- 
ration and monitoring, and "single-user 
mapping," which lets one person map the 
cable length to the actual location rather 
than one "walking" the cable while another 
person is at the control panel. The new 
panel will also enable Liebert to add future 
features such as SNMP capability and 
direct Web monitoring. 

Competing vendors are Darwell, Perm- 
alert, and RayChem. According to Liebert's 
McNamara, "We're more dedicated towards 
the IT/computer market; our competitors 
cover a wider range of leak detection." 

The new two-zone Liqui-tect control 
panel is available starting at $1,100; 
LT500Y cables, sold in 50-foot lengths, are 
roughly $5 per foot.

Merger Mania Hits 
The Marketplace 

A new IDC study reveals what 
you might have already surmised 
from the news media: 191 buyout 
deals worth more than $30 billion 
that involved 2,500 enterprise 
applications vendors took place 
between Jan. 1, 2004, and March 
31, 2005. Albert Pang, research 
director for IDC's Enterprise 
Applications Research, says this 
merger fever is a "classic case of 
an arms race to prepare for the 
future of the high-tech industry." 

This state of affairs makes sense: 
As large marketplace players (read 
Oracle, SAP, and Microsoft) vie 
for market supremacy, these com- 
panies must either develop the 
technology that customers want in- 
house or obtain it via acquisitions. 

A company such as Microsoft, 
for example, can save time and 
money by tapping its enormous 
cash hoard to purchase companies 
developing technologies it needs 
to compete in the marketplace. 



other software companies, notably 
Microsoft and IBM. 

As SAP and Oracle continue to 
battle for market share, you can be 
certain both companies will con- 
tinue to capture technologies via 
acquisitions. And while Microsoft 
is widely believed to be focusing 
on the SMB marketplace with its 
own suite of business applications, 
it's only a matter of time before 
the Redmond giant decides to go 
after Oracle and SAP on the enter- 
prise turf. 

Here's another interesting mar- 
ketplace twist: Oracle's databases, 
its bread and butter, can be used 
with SAP's ERP application. Is 
Oracle shooting itself in the foot 
by competing with SAP for its 
database technology? 

SMEs Demand On-Demand 

The Yankee Group's "2004 
Small & Medium Business Appli- 
cations & Web Survey" reveals 
that SMBs and midmarket en- 
terprises are quite interested in 
software available as a service 
(on-demand). According to the sur- 
vey, 65% to 75% of SMB and mid- 
market enterprises polled see a cost 
benefit for on-demand software. 
Also, 58% to 67% said they pur- 
chased software as a subscription 



to avoid the administrative burden 
of applying upgrades and patches. 

A key driver for this trend, 
writes Yankee Group analyst 
Sanjeev Aggarwal, is really quite 
simple: Customers want vendors to 
assume the burden and costs of 
deploying and maintaining appli- 
cations and the hardware required 
to run them. Even scaled down 
high-end applications, writes 
Aggarwal, are too costly, complex, 
and difficult to implement. 



Market Trends 



But embracing on-demand isn't 
a panacea that will solve all your 
business problems and take a 
load off your IT staff's shoulders. 
As with any purchase, advises 
Aggarwal, you must be sure to 
properly develop the TCO for a 
specific on-demand application. 
Consider all costs: subscription 
fees, maintenance (if any), access 
costs, customization, etc. 

The on-demand software model 
is an attractive proposition for 



businesses that don't want to 
spend a lot of time and money 
installing and learning how to run 
complex business applications. 
Now that broadband access is 
plentiful and Web-based tech- 
nologies such as XML and Web 
services continue to improve, 
on-demand software is a viable 
concept. 

Today's applications and appli- 
cations development marketplace 
can be succinctly defined with 
one word: consolidation. Huge 
market players are swallowing up 
smaller firms as they seek to 
acquire the new technologies that 
tomorrow's customers will de- 
mand. At the same time, SMBs 
are expected to focus on on- 
demand software applications that 
reduce complexity, cut mainte- 
nance costs, and start delivering 
business value right away. 



Cost Drives SMBs To Software As A Service

nesses, 75% of respondents cited cost savings as the main reason for going with software on-demand.

(Remember the tag 
line "the network is the 
computer"?) One of the 
obvious methods was aggre- 
gating storage among work- 
stations in the LAN, making 
it easier to find and access 
data, as well as making it 
easier to manage. The file 
storing and sharing technol- 
ogy Sun created was called 
Network File System. 

For the most part, NFS 
was conceived and marketed 
as a LAN utility that sup- 
ported installations of Sun 
systems. In other words, 
you didn't go out and buy 
NFS — it was part of the Sun 
network environment. As a 
utility supporting the sys- 
tems business, NFS was 
never a strategic business 
for Sun, and it proved it by 
turning it into a successful 
open standard, inviting other 
companies to join in the fun. 

Somewhere in the late 
'80s, Larry Boucher started 
the first NAS company,

Auspex, when he saw the 
opportunity to implement 
NFS on large server systems 
that allowed lots of systems 
to store data on a central- 
ized, rugged server system. 
Back in the day, Auspex' s 
main competitor was a Sun 
server running NFS. Despite 
the fact that customers could 
build their own systems for 
less money, the simplicity of 
buying a complete package 
from Auspex appealed suffi- 
ciently to suggest there 
might actually be a market 
for the stuff. 

New Technologies 

James Lau, Dave Hitz, 
and Michael Malcolm were 
Auspex employees who 
left to build a better mouse- 
trap at startup Network 
Appliance. They added 
some very important logical 
snapshot capabilities in 
their WAFL file system 
that enabled customers to 
manage data more effec- 
tively by automatically 
tracking file versions as 
they aged. The importance 
of their early focus on

its hardware architecture 
based on Dec's Alpha pro- 
cessors and migrated to 
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identifying file versions 
was a real stroke of genius, 
or amazing luck, and it 
built a strong and loyal fol- 
lowing in the market. 

Yet the network technolo- 
gy underneath it all was 
based on NFS, UDP, and 
IP, all open standards that 
anybody else could have 
worked with and poured 
their resources into. Sun, 
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Marc Farley is the author of "Building Storage Networks, " 
the leading technology book in the field of storage networking. 
He is also the president of Building Storage, Inc., a company that 
provides consulting and educational services to the network 
storage and financial services industries. Farley regularly writes 
and speaks about storage networking technology and is an 
online expert for the SearchStorage Web site. 
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the inventor of NFS, never 
understood why anybody 
wouldn't just want to own a 
Sun server. HP, Digital, 
Silicon Graphics, and IBM 
all saw the NAS opportuni- 
ty the same way: as a server 
sale with NFS thrown in as 
sugar coating. 

Network Appliance con- 
tinued to ply its technology 
and expand on it in subtle 
but powerful ways by do- 
ing things like integrating 
remote replication data to 
its snapshot capabilities. 
Along the way it jettisoned 



Intel. Disk drive technology 
and connectivity changed, 
and NetApp figured out 
how to leverage the new 
technologies without turn- 
ing everything it had inside 
out. Performance was usual- 
ly good enough for what 
most people needed, never 
fantastic, but good enough 
to satisfy its customers who 
kept coming back for more 
and more and more. 

Competition 

Meanwhile, the competi- 
tion turned from systems 



vendors with NFS to stor- 
age vendors with NFS sys- 
tem add-ons. Many of the 
old competitors were there, 
still underestimating Net- 
App' s pull, but EMC was 
also now in the mix, and it 
managed to pose an actual 
threat due to its dominance 
in the SAN and mainframe 
storage markets. EMC as 
the most aggressive market- 
ing company in the storage 
sector likes to say it leads 
the NAS industry, but most 
people know NetApp is the 
real flag bearer. 

Today, NetApp has turn- 
ed former competitor IBM 
into a business partner, 
added Hitachi (not really 
much of a competitor previ- 
ously) into another global 
ally, put down the rush of 
NetApp knock-off compa- 
nies, and has only EMC left 
as a legitimate old school 
threat. The new school 
threat is a throwback to the 
past — general purpose sys- 
tems with Microsoft server 
software. It's not exactly a 
new scenario for NetApp, 
and so far it appears that it 
has the situation well in 
hand. It's been a good run 
that is likely to continue for 
the next several years.

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SQL Express Edition: 
Isolating Users From Themselves 



As promised, I want to 
talk about a rather in- 
teresting concept that Micro- 
soft' s SQL Server team is 
introducing. Although this 
approach might never see 
the light of day (we still 
don't have a firm ship date 
for SQL Server 2005), it 
needs to be addressed before 
it is cast in concrete — if it's 
not too late already. 

Let's lay some ground- 
work first. SQL Server Ex- 
press Edition (SSEE) is to 
be the free version of SQL 
Server 2005. You can down- 
load it from the MSDN sub- 
scriber site or pick up a copy 
in Hong Kong next time 
you're out that way. When 
SQL Server 2005 goes live, 
it will be downloadable from 
everywhere. (I fully expect it 
to be stuck to the side of 
cereal boxes.) It's been total- 
ly redesigned: The governor 
has been pulled, the maxi- 
mum database size has been 
doubled, and it includes most 
of the new features of SQL 
Server 2005 Workplace Edi- 
tion, another new SKU that 
sits between the Express 
Edition and the now more 



expensive Standard Edition. 
This means all of the T-SQL 
and CLR features being 
introduced in SQL Server 
2005 will be included in the 
SSEE edition. This way it 
can provide a "real" database 
alternative to the JET engine 
used (and abused) by Access 
developers and lightweight 
client applications. 

Creating A Unique 
DBMS Platform 

One of the issues Micro- 
soft had to resolve was get- 
ting the engine installed on a 
system that might have mul- 
tiple independent users, each 
of whom might need his 
own unique copy (instance) 
of the master and application 
database. It also needed a 
way to create a safe platform 
that would be less vulner- 
able to attacks from worms 
and viruses. Installation will 
always be an issue for Win- 
dows applications, as "ordi- 
nary" users don't have rights 
to install or modify any- 
thing. (Just ask my wife who 
complains about her inabili- 
ty to "fix" her system.) An- 
other problem was to create 



a system that permitted an 
application to install (attach) 
the user database when it 
was first used, and not have 
to worry about this again 
until it came time to unin- 
stall the application. Then 
the system needs to be able 
to extricate the installed 
user database without the 
use of wire cutters or other 
destructive means. 

Tuning SSEE With 
The ConnectionString 

How is this done? Well, to 
start with, ADO.NET adds a 
couple of new keywords to 
the ConnectionString. The 
ConnectionString is the set 
of parameters passed to 
ADO that tells it how to find 
and access the target data 
source, as well as identify the 
user. It also contains settings 
for a number of options, 
including how long to wait 
for the connection to com- 
plete and, in this case, the 
name of the user database to 
attach. This keyword (Attach- 
DBFilename) points to a user 
.MDF file which contains the 
preconfigured and prepopu- 
lated SQL Server database.

a BIO NOTES 

When the ADO Open meth- 
od sees this keyword, it tells 
SQL Server to attach this file 



and install it as a new data- 
base — at least the first time. 
Each subsequent time the 
application runs, SQL Server 
determines if this is the same 
file it attached the first time 
and simply opens the exist- 
ing database. When you use 
the default AutoClose op- 
tion, SQL Server automati- 
cally disconnects from the 
data file when the last user 
closes his connection. This 
permits an uninstall applica- 
tion to delete the file and not 
disturb SQL Server. 

Another ConnectionString 
option is used to create an 
entirely separate instance of 
the server. By specifying 
"User Instance=True" along 
with the "AttachDB Filename 
=<your .MDF file path>", 
ADO (and SQL Server) 
make a copy of the master, 
model, tempdb, and user 
databases and write them to 
the user area on disk. This 
disk region is not visible 
to other (nonadministrator) 
users. The connection open 
method then fires up this 
unique instance and provides 
unrestricted access to the 
user database. This entirely 
new approach is hoped to 
protect both SQL Server's 
databases and the user data- 
base from other users, as 
well as provide a way to 
permit the user to log in as 



system administrator with- 
out worrying that they might 
cause problems that would 
impact other users or other 
databases. 

SSEE Can Replace 
MSDEJoo 

Sure, it's possible to install 
SSEE and configure it to 
have a single shared instance 
or multiple instances, some 
or all of which can be made 
visible or invisible to your 
intranet or to the Internet. By 
default, all of the switches 
and settings to make SSEE 
visible are disabled. You'll 
have to jump through several 
hoops to make SSEE more 
like its bigger and more 
expensive cousins. Yes, you 
can use SSEE as a Web host 
or in a typical client/server 
rig and expect it to handle 
dozens to hundreds of users. 
But as you can see, SSEE is, 
at least initially, configured 
to be a reliable, fast, and 
foolproof single-user DBMS 
engine to replace MSDE (its 
immediate predecessor) and 
JET. That said, keep in mind 
that Microsoft is likely work- 
ing on another lighter DBMS 
for the Windows client desk- 
top. SQL Server CE comes 
to mind . . .

Get Advice About Software 
Licensing Programs 



Software publishers 
need to do a better 
job communicating terms 
and conditions for their vol- 
ume discount programs. 
More often than not, it 
seems, our software teams 
spend more time educating 
customers about discount 
programs and pricing mod- 
els than about the software 
they are looking to pur- 
chase. Further, a study by 
IDC of medium-sized and 
large software customers 
found that 70% of those 
studied believe that it will 
only get harder to manage 
software contracts. 

The premise seems to 
be straightforward enough. 
The more software you pur- 
chase, the greater the dis- 
count. Unfortunately, that is 
not always the case because 
many companies don't take 
full advantage of software 
vendors' volume purchase 
programs. Respondents to 
IDC's survey said they jug- 
gle an average of more than 
40 software contracts. So it 
is understandable if some 
customers get confused by 
their multitude of options or 



are simply unaware of what 
is available to them. 

A law firm IT manager 
came to CDW expecting 
to pay about $80,000 for 
Microsoft Office upgrades 
and licenses. She was 
shocked when we told her 
that with renewals and dis- 
count programs, she would 
only have to spend $80 
for the same amount of 
software.

How To Work Outside 
The Enterprise

Setting up an office in an 
employee's home is a growing 
possibility for companies that 
allow remote network access or 
telecommuting. A recent ITAC 
(International Telework Associ- 
ation & Council) survey revealed 
that the number of employed 
Americans working from home 
(from as little as one day a year to 
full time) grew from 41.3 million 
in 2003 to 44.4 million in 2004, 
representing a 7.5% growth rate. 
If your boss has given you the 
green light on working from 
home, you'll need careful plan- 
ning and the right equipment, 
based on company requirements. 

Planning for any setup hinges 
on unique business requirements, 
physical connectivity issues, and 
hardware and security issues. It 
also depends on what type of 
remote access capability your 
company network offers. And 
although any setup can include 
the latest and greatest tools, most 
small to medium- sized enterprises 



would likely focus on ROI and 
a stripped-down home office, in- 
stead of breaking the bank over a 
few users remotely accessing the 
corporate network. 

Line Up The Ducks 

A standard analog phone line 
and a modem would constitute 
the most basic communication 
link any home office user would 
need. But employees who handle 
large amounts of data from a 
remote site may want to weigh 
their options for higher-speed 
communications links, such as 
ISDN service or broadband Inter- 
net using DSL or cable service 
in largely populated areas. Most 
remote workers will only be 
using email, accessing files on 
the office LAN, browsing the 
Internet, or connecting to a main- 
frame or other host system, along 
with a variety of other routine 
computing tasks. 

When setting up a home of- 
fice, you'll need more than just 
a desk, computer, and a phone. 
The type of hardware depends on 



the time spent at the home of- 
fice. If an employee spends the 
majority of the week at the home 
office, he will need more per- 
manent hardware. If he uses a 
laptop, for example, a docking 
station would make things more 
efficient. If a company requires 
video- and voiceconferencing, 
he would need specific hard- 
ware and software for this type 
of communication. 

Power is also fundamental. An 
average home office setup should 
have at least five power outlets 
to accommodate typical power 
requirements, as well as a solid 
surge-protected power board or 
two for protection purposes. If 
work is critical, invest in a small 
UPS in case the power fails. There 
is no need to go overboard in 
the UPS department; something 
small enough for the home of- 
fice would do the trick. One 
good example would be the Back- 
UPS ES (500VA - 725VA) from 
APC (American Power Con- 
version); this unit has enough 
power outlets and includes built- 
in phone/fax/modem line (DSL 
compatible) protection. Maruson 
Technology, a power protection 
manufacturer, offers the Standby 



UPS (POF-400S and POF-600S), 
which provides three battery 
power supply outlets (with surge 
protection) and three surge pro- 
tected outlets.

Judging 
VoIP Quality 

Use The Mean Opinion Score 
To Test VoIP Audio

VOIP AUDIO QUALITY is Still a 

lingering doubt in some circles, 
as small to medium- sized enter- 
prises migrate to VoIP from land- 
line phones for economic and 
usability reasons. The predomi- 
nant role of the telephone call 
in today's business transactions 
means people often resort to the 
telephone as their first choice for 
business communications, de- 
spite technological changes. VoIP 
audio quality monitoring needs 
to be part of an overall VoIP 
management solution to maintain 
total management of a quality 
VoIP audio experience. 

A number of factors can affect 
VoIP audio quality, including 
too-high or low signal volume, 
noise, distortion, gaps in speech, 
and a variety of other network- 
related issues. 

Mean Opinion Score 

The MOS (mean opinion 
score) rating system originates 
with landline telecommunica- 
tions audio quality testing. MOS 
is a selective evaluation of audio 
quality, as defined in the ITU-T 
P. 800 Methods for Subjective 
Determination of Voice Quality 
specification. However, it's also 
important to remember VoIP's 
heavy network dependencies that 
affect audio quality but don't fall 
under MOS. 

MOS is still somewhat useful 
with VoIP systems because the 
CODEC systems and DSP tech- 
nology underlying many voice 
communications networks con- 
serve network bandwidth but 



often compromise voice quality 
in telephone calls traveling the 
network. You can conduct band- 
width testing using software solu- 
tions, but call audio quality still 
requires the human ear for accu- 
rate call quality testing. 

Formerly, MOS testing was a 
manual test requiring human re- 
viewers to listen to the audio qual- 
ity of phone calls. This subjective 
testing uses a mixed reviewer pool 
of males and females under con- 
trolled conditions. 

MOS comprises an opinion 
scale rating a Conversation Test, 
a Difficulty Scale, a Listening 
Effort Scale, and a Loudness Pref- 
erence Scale. 

Testing Call Audio Quality 
Against MOS 

A number of software tools 
are on the market to enable MOS 
testing of your VoIP telephony 
solution. These tools tackle MOS 
testing through complex, propri- 
etary testing algorithms. Another 
advantage of these tools and their 
competitors is that their test 
results paint a complete picture of 
network conditions that may 
influence the VoIP call quality 
over the network. Here is a sam- 
pling of VoIP MOS measurement 
tools available. 

Apparent Networks Appare- 
Net Voice. AppareNet Voice is 
layer network assessment soft- 
ware designed to pinpoint VoIP 
issues across the enterprise. It 
tracks VoIP audio quality with 
MOS scoring amongst its other 
VoIP quality measurements. 
MOS isn't enough to accurate- 
ly judge VoIP audio quality. 



AppareNet Voice's more com- 
prehensive testing regimen of 
MOS and network bandwidth 
makes this product worth further 
investigation. 

Brix Networks Advanced VoIP 
Performance Measurement Test 
Suite 2.0. The MOS testing com- 
ponent of the Advanced VoIP Per- 
formance Measurement Test Suite 
2.0 provides test results measuring 
the call quality of the VoIP tele- 
phony system undergoing testing. 
Because MOS testing is one of 
many tests that Advanced VoIP 
Performance Measurement Test 
Suite 2.0 performs on a VoIP infra- 
structure, it offers a holistic view of 
issues affecting VoIP call quality. 

Viola Networks NetAlly Real- 
Time 4.3. NetAlly RealTime 4.3 
offers full lifecycle management 
over VoIP network infrastructure. 
The product uses MOS to score 
the quality of VoIP calls over the 
network it is monitoring. Because 
NetAlly RealTime 4.3 performs a 
range of tests besides MOS on 
VoIP network infrastructure, it 
can compete against VoIP test- 
ing suites during requirements- 
gathering time. 

Psytechnics PsyVoIP. Psy- 
VoIP is a VoIP voice quality 
monitoring tool that passively 
and continuously monitors live 
customer phone calls over a 



MOS Ratings Scale 
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VoIP system. The monitored 
calls are then scored against 
MOS to measure call quality. 
While Psy VoIP's method for 
monitoring call quality is attrac- 
tive, it doesn't factor in band- 
width and other network issues 
that affect VoIP call quality. 

Telchemy VQmon/EP. Tel- 
chemy's VQmon/EP product 
integrates into media gateways, 
VoIP end points, and IP tele- 
phones, enabling the product 
to track arriving voice packet 
streams and score the audio 
quality against MOS. Because 
Telchemy VQMon/EP isn't inte- 
grated into a larger VoIP testing 
tools suite, the tool operates at a 
potential disadvantage against 
MOS testing tools integrated in a 
larger product suite. 

Using MOS To Assure 
VoIP Audio Quality 

MOS maintains its seat as a 
quality measurement standard 
over phone call audio quality, 
even as many SMEs choose In- 
ternet telephony over landline 
telephones for their organization's 
telecommunication needs. Going 
the software route for MOS test- 
ing ensures that MOS quality 
scoring is automated and persis- 
tent and is scoring call quality on 
a continuous basis. 



The numerical results from the MOS subjective tests are mathematically aver- 
aged to reach a score. MOS ratings use the following scale to score the audio 
quality of a VoIP call. 



1 Rating Description 1 


5 


The call has excellent sound quality resulting in a phone 
conversation with no technical difficulties. 


4 


The call has good sound quality resulting in a phone conver- 
sation with audio quality similar to a long distance phone call. 


3 


The call has fair sound quality resulting in a phone conversa- 
tion with some interruptions due to call quality, requiring one 
or both parties to repeat what they said in the call. 


2 


The call has poor sound quality with each party having issues 
hearing the other one speak clearly. 


1 


The call has bad sound quality resulting in no phone call 
because neither party can communicate effectively.

a VPN connection, which lets off- 
site workers connect to the com- 
pany network securely through the 
Internet. However, some VPN 
solutions, depending on the num- 
ber of connections, can cost more 
than what's required here. A VPN 
appliance such as the WatchGuard 
Firebox V10 would be suitable. 



The V10 is recommended for 
telecommuters and small offices 
using VPNs with central offices. 
Aventail and AEP Systems, SSL 
VPN appliance manufacturers, 
both provide VPN products that 
suit remote office setups. 

If your setup does not have 
a firewall, it should be on the 
high-priority list. To avoid unnec-

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essary vulnerability, apply the lat- 
est patches and updates accord- 
ingly. Virus protection is also 
paramount in this case, as any 
IT manager would be unhappy 
to find a corporate outbreak 
traced back to a laptop used in a 
home office. 

Voice, Video & Remote Access 

For users requiring video- and 
voiceconferencing in the home 
office, high-speed connectivity is 
ideal, although not essential. Jenni 
Hilton, marketing manager for 
NetSupport, says, "Video tele- 
conferencing comes close to a 
face-to-face meeting. Setups 
using a desktop camera and soft- 
ware range in cost from $200 to 
$1,500, and you will need com- 
patible hardware and software 
on both ends of the line." Home 
office users might also want 
a good-quality microphone for 
voiceconferencing, especially one 
that filters out background noise 
and includes a mute button. 

Using remote access software 
over VPN technology has financial 
and technical benefits, Hilton says. 



"Secure remote access is an im- 
portant form of business communi- 
cation, especially for businesses 
seeking to be more productive 
with teleworkers. However, setting 
up a virtual private network is of- 
ten too costly or too technical for 
businesses to deploy and maintain. 
Some businesses have turned to 
remote control software solutions, 
such as NetSupport Manager, to 
connect and maintain computers 
located outside of the office." 
Danware also offers NetOp Re- 
mote Control 8.0, remote control 
software supporting Windows, 
Linux, Mac, and CE devices. 

IDC says that the rate of in- 
crease of remote employees work- 
ing three or more days a month 
will climb just over 2% every year 
through 2008. At any rate, with 
broadband reaching ever further 
into homes, it's becoming more 
tempting for companies to set up 
home offices. When considering 
the ideal home office setup, don't 
forget other essentials, such as 
an ergonomic office chair, a 
few plants, and perhaps a good 
coffeemaker.

Network Management Redux 



Organizations Must Embrace Dependency Mapping 
To Optimize Network Resources

Implementing a corporate network 
requires a certain amount of technical skill 
and savvy, but managing that network once 
it' s running can truly test the mettle of any 
IT professional. Generally speaking, net- 
work management encompasses two criti- 
cal issues: seeing what elements are cur- 
rently on the network and determining how 
those elements are working together at any 
given point in time. Any network adminis- 
trator can tell you that this is far more diffi- 
cult than it sounds, and virtually all organi- 
zations use network management tools to 
help probe and process the network. Gili 
Raanan, founder and CEO of nLayers, tells 
us that a new generation of management 
tools will be needed to master the corporate 
networks of tomorrow. 

Agent Atrophy 

Raanan says that many IT departments 
implement some form of EMA (enterprise 
management application) that includes a 
wide range of system and network informa- 
tion. Most of these tools rely on the use of 
both resident and passive agents to collect 
network data. While this tried-and-true 
approach can be quite effective at collecting 
information, current agents and tools don't 
go far enough to paint a picture of the cur- 
rent network. "Existing infrastructure man- 
agement tools have a critical limitation: 
They cannot provide a 'real-time view' of 
the enterprise environment, a view that 
shows all the different applications and com- 
ponents and how they relate to and depend 
upon one another, as well as utilization and 
demand. Not having this visibility limits an 
IT organization's ability to achieve high 
availability, manage business initiatives, and 
lower operational costs," says Raanan. 

Better management, he says, will come 
from more intelligence rather than more 
labor-intensive network monitoring. "With 
the bulk of IT budgets, staff, and manage- 
ment solutions allocated to monitoring net- 
works and servers, the reality is that 54% 
of system downtime is a result of applica- 
tion failure rather than network or infra- 
structure issues, and 70% to 80% of SLA 
breach cases are reported by end users 
and not IT managers." The task is further 




administrators to receive timely information 
that can help to better align IT operations 
with business needs. Dependency mapping 
will automatically discover and correlate the 
sometimes confusing relationships between 
applications and infrastructure components. 
Raanan says, "With an accurate, 'living' 
model of how various components and 
applications work together to deliver a ser- 
vice, IT departments can understand how 
making changes or updates may impact ser- 
vice delivery, effectively and efficiently 
troubleshoot service failures, and uncover 
ways to significantly reduce IT overhead by 
identifying and eliminating underutilized 
resources." 

"An example of a dependency map would 
be in the area of business applications," 
says Raanan. "If you look at the deployment 
of a Siebel application, there are several ele- 
ments to deploy that are not on the same

server, such as the app, database, gateway, 
mail, cluster, reporting engine, etc. These 
are all separate entities on separate 
servers — maybe even in different data cen- 
ters. If one thing changes, it affects every- 
thing. Knowing what the dependencies are 
helps IT organizations track problems down 
faster and more proactively." 

Gaining InSight 

nLayers' own InSight product incorporates 
agentless dependency mapping techniques 
that offer important capabilities to busy 
administrators. Because dependency map- 
ping can discover and identify the demands 
and usage patterns of network resources in 
real-time, organizations can optimize the 
busiest applications and servers, often lower- 
ing the cost of ownership. "Once resources 
are optimized, nLayers' InSight maintains 
the optimum environment with behavior 
modeling and alerts IT when thresholds are 
crossed thus enabling faster mean-time-to- 
repair by identifying the infrastructure or 
application component that is at risk," says

complicated by the burgeoning size of 
today's networks. "The sheer size and 
complexity of the enterprise has rendered 
the task of tallying and mapping applica- 
tions and components beyond the scope of 
what an entire legion of IT workers could 
manage manually," notes Raanan. Al- 
though management tools are improving, 
Raanan points out that superior network 
management will require real-time data 
that clearly illustrates demand, usage, and 
dependencies and presents that information 
in a practical and efficient way. 

Declaring Your Dependents 

Raanan notes that dependency mapping 
technologies will emerge as an essential 
part of network management tools, allowing 



Raanan. "nLayers technology also enables 
organizations to reduce the risks involved in 
rolling out changes to production environ- 
ments by identifying the impact of changes 
on deployed applications and users and 
ensure business continuity through impact 
analysis planning." 

Beyond the importance of dependency 
mapping itself, Raanan is quick to point out 
that any management/mapping solution 
must also be easy to implement and use — 
and impose no penalty on the enterprise 
network being managed. InSight addresses 
these concerns as an agentless appliance 
that easily connects to an existing infra- 
structure. InSight is also a passive device, 
so all operations can be performed without 
writing a single packet to the network. "It 



can be deployed in under 60 minutes, 
requires minimal operational training or 
maintenance, and does not disrupt the 
application infrastructure in any way," 
notes Raanan. 

Once implemented the appliance builds a 
3D model of the network environment 
(dubbed an Application Behavior Model) 
that holds all applications, hosts, interde- 
pendencies, and demand for service over 
time. "For nLayers' customers, these mod- 
els serve as the foundation (and key 
enabler) for a wide range of critical IT ini- 
tiatives, including change and configuration 
management, IT governance, capacity plan- 
ning, business service management, 
and business continuity planning," says 
Raanan. Such initiatives are supported 
directly by the appliance: "With wizards 



and best-practices, nLayers' InSight guides 
customers step-by- step through a series of 
initiatives aimed at reducing costs by con- 
solidating, identifying, and eliminating 
over-provisioning and waste and ensuring 
that existing resources are being fully used." 
Ultimately, Raanan sees dependency 
mapping as the answer to increasingly 
sophisticated network environments, espe- 
cially when faced with pressing matters 
such as VoIP and security concerns. He 
says, "The networked environment will 
only get more complex as time goes on with 
voice and data converging. We think that 
with more and more companies tightening 
security, being able to work with IPsec and 
other security measures will make tracking 
usage, demands, and dependencies that 
much harder to do." 



What's Next 



Intel Dual-Core: The Next Generation 

Chipmakers such as Intel, AMD, and Sun have been pushing toward the adoption of 
multicore processors, placing more than one processor core on the same piece of silicon 
or in the same processor package. Multicore processors allow for greater processing 
power without adding more power (or heat) to any single chip. With initial dual-core 
chips now appearing from AMD and Intel, attention is already focusing on second- 
generation designs. Intel has indicated that three new second-generation products are 
slated for late 2006 and beyond. Intel's Conroe chip is intended for desktop systems; the 
Merom processor is slated for mobile PCs; and the Woodcrest is directed toward low- 
end server systems. AMD has taken the opposite course, releasing its dual-core Opteron 
processors in April and planning to release its dual-core desktop processors in mid-2005. 

I Industry Competing For New XML Spec 

As businesses rely more heavily on data exchanges, the issues of compatibility and 
performance play a critical part in any such processes. The IT industry has long been 
working toward standards designed to ease the exchange of data between backend sys- 
tems. XML has emerged as one technology for data exchange over the Internet, spawn- 
ing many variations and related standards. Industry leaders IBM, Microsoft, 
BEA Systems, and Tibco Software have recently introduced an XML-based specifica- 
tion called WS-ReliableMessaging (or WS-RM) to OASIS for its consideration. The 
royalty-free WS-RM proposal, if approved, should allow for software to reliably 
exchange data regardless of the software vendor, a key attribute for improved Web ser- 
vices. However, there's a fly in the WS-RM ointment. OASIS already approved a simi- 
lar WS -Reliability (or WS-R) specification in 2004. Because WS-R seeks to guarantee 
the delivery of XML data, it essentially accomplishes the same objective as the 
WS-RM proposal. Still, initial indications suggest that OASIS will take up this emerg- 
ing industry initiative in a new technical committee. 

I Niagara Spilling Out Early 

Sun Microsystems has been working diligently on the development of two new 
processors: the UltraSparc IIIi+ and the Niagara processor. While UltraSparc IIIi+ rep- 
resents a relatively conventional single-core/single-thread processor design, the more 
radical Niagara (along with its future iterations — Niagara II and Rock) have generated 
more interest in the IT community. Niagara employs eight processing cores on the 
same silicon, each able to manage four simultaneous threads, allowing a Niagara 
processor to handle 32 threads. Sun expects that Niagara will offer 15 times the 
throughput of the UltraSparc Illi processor (perhaps more). Such processing power will 
only demand 56 watts of power (compared to 95 W for AMD Opteron processors or 
90W to 130W for Intel Xeon processors). Niagara was originally slated for release 
sometime in 2006, but Sun suggests that the successful deployment of Niagara test sys- 
tems may allow for an earlier release. Although an accelerated date has not been 
released, it may likely be an advancement of several months, bringing out Niagara early 
in 2006 or even late in 2005.
